The  Second  Annual  Conference 
of  Supervisors  of  Student  Teach¬ 
ers  met  on  campus  on  Frebruary 
10-11.  Registration  began  at  3:30 
on  Thursday  and  the  adjournment 
was  at  4:30  on  Friday.  The  Con-, 
ference  this  year  focussed  on  “The 
Supervising  Teacher  and  the  Pro¬ 
gram  of  Teacher  Education — an 
Appraisal  of  Current  Practices  — 
“A  Forward  Look.” 

Dr.  John  Goodlad,  whp  directs 
the  program  of  teacher  education 
at  Emory  University,  was  the 
guest  speaker.  The  address  on 
Thursday  night  was  “The  Super¬ 
vising  Teacher’s  Role  in  the  Pro¬ 
gram  of  Teacher  Education.”  His 
address  scheduled  for  Friday 
morning  was  titled  ’’Whether 
Teacher  Education?” 

There  was  a  panel  discussion, 
which  was  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Edna  Tolbert,  on  the  pro¬ 
gram.  This  panel  was  composed  of  j 
teachers  from  the  areas  who  have 
had  recent  student  teaching  ex¬ 
perience.  The  discussion  was  on 
“Student  Teaching  and  What  it 
Contributed  to  my  Work  as  a 
Teacher.”  Miss  Emma  Ruth  Caw¬ 
ley,  who  is  now  teaching  in  Way¬ 
nesboro  schools,  is  GSCW’s,  re¬ 
presentative  on  the  panel.  Miss 
Cawley,  originally  from  Sparta 
has  a  B.S.  in  Home  Economics. 
She  is  a  graduate  from  the  1954 
graduating  class. 

There  were  many  discussion 
periods  planned  for  general  dis¬ 
cussion  of  ideas  for  improving  the 
work  of  the  supervisors.  Among 
others  on  the  program  were  Presi¬ 
dent  Henry  K.  Stanford,  Dr.  D.F.

Lincoln...  Yesterday  s  Railsplitter, 
Today's  Political  -  Model

The  record  left  for  posterity  by  Abraham ,  Lincoln  is  not 
merely  .the  story  of  a  railsplitter  who  became  President,  or  a. 
prairie  lawyer  who  reached  world  fame.  To  the  majority  of  his 
countrymen,  Lincoln  became  the  embodiment  of  democracy  the 
ultimate  in  American  genius.  Perhaps  no  historian  will  ever 
penetrate  deeply  enough  into  the  records  left  to  discover  the 
real  source  of  his  inner  strength.  No  doubt  many  authors  will 
attempt  to  explain  his  rise  to  fame  and  his  claim  to  glory  for 
generations  iq  come,  but  each  of  them  will  find,  it  hard  if  not 
impossible  to  answer  where  and  how  he  learned  statecraft,  yet 
he  will  always  serve  statesmen  as  a  guide  and  mentor.  Today 
his  words  and  the  rugged  vigor  of  his  ideals  have  an  even 
greater  vitality  than  during  the  years  of  inner  struggle  within 
the  nation  that  Lincoln  sought  to  hold  together.

When  many  people  hear  the 
word  “Judiciary”,  they  immediat¬ 
ely  think  of  court,  placing  girls 
under  restrictions,  or  other 
thoughts  similiar  to  these.  Not 
nearly  enough  of  us  realize  the 
other  responsibilities  our  repre¬ 
sentatives  to  Judiciary  have.  For 
some  reason  or  another,  we  al¬ 
ways  think  of  them  as  the  ones 
who  make  certain  rules  which  are 
not  broken.  Judiciary  definitely 
works  very  closely  with  the  rules, 
but  her  duties  lie  not  only  in  see¬ 
ing  that  the  rules  we  GSCW  stu- 
1  dents  have  adopted  as  the  ones 
we  want  to  live  by  are  not  brok¬ 
en,  but  also  in  finding  out  what  is 
wrong  when  rules  are  repeatedly 
violated. 

We  realize  that  all  of  our  rules 
might  not  be  good  rules,  but  we 
also  believe  that  as  long  as  they 
are  rules  they  should  be  obeyed. 
In  order  to  find  out  which  ones 
need  to  be  changed,  we  work 
closely  with  the  dormitory  coun¬ 
cils  and  keep  our  ears  open  for 
any  complaints. 

Last  Spring  while  we  were 
working  on  the  Handbook,  we 
found  many  things  that  we  felt 
unnecessary,  and!  we  already,  have 


a  list  of  suggestions  to  give  to 
Student  Council  when  they  begin 
work  on  rules  this  Spring.  If  any 
of  the  rules  seem  foolish  and  un¬ 
necessary  to  you,  bring  your  sug¬ 
gestions  to  Student  Council.  Oth¬ 
ers  might  agree  with  you  —  or 
you  might  even  find  that  the  rule 
is  a  good  one  after  all. 

Besides  the  direct  work  with  the 
j  rules,  Judiciary  selects  Handbook 
teachers  in  the  Spring,  and  at  Re¬ 
treat  in  the  Fall,  the  Chairman  of 
Judiciary  teaches  this  group  so 
that  they  will  be  able  to  explain 
all  the  “whys”  to  the  new  fresh¬ 
men.  Every  Monday  night  at  each 
dormitory  council,  a  member  of 
Judiciary  sits  in  to  advise  the  dor¬ 
mitory  offices  if  they  feel  they 
need  help. 

One  thing  we  have  tried  to 
stress  in  Judiciary  .  this  year  is 
the  importance  of  the  leaders  on 
campus  upholding  the  rules  of 
CGA.  Many  times  an  officer  en¬ 
counters  -a  conflict  between  her 
personal  views  and  the  standards 
that  all  of  us  have  chosen  for 
GSCW  girls.  As  an  officer  she 
should  feel  it  her  responsibility 
to  uphold  the  views  of  those  she 
represents  first  and  her  personal 
views  second.
